They affirm tnat the Mam- 
muth is very like the Elephant, with this only Dif 
terence, rhat the Teeth of the former are firmer 
and nox fo ftraight as rhofe of the laiter. Hence 
they are of Opinion that there were Ble- 
phants in thar Country before the Deluge, 
when they believe their Climate warmer and that 
theirs Drown'd Bodies Floating on the Surfag of 
the Waier of that Flood, were at laft wathed and 
forced into Subterraneous Cavities: But that afier 
this Nozebian Deluge, the Air which was before 
watm was changed to cold, and thar thefe Bones 
have lain Frozen in the Earth ever fince, and 
fo are preferved from Pu:refaction till rhey 
Thaw and come ro Light. [his is no unreafona-
